We note in Isaiah 14:12, “How art 
thou fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, 
son of the morning! how art thou cut 
down to the ground, which didst 
weaken the nations!” 

In Luke 10:18, “And he said unto 
them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall 
from heaven.” Note that Jesus said 
He had beheld this (past tense). 


I would like to deal with three- 


things concerning the devil: First, his 
origin; second, his method of work to- 
day; third, his end, or doom. The Bi- 
ble is the only source of information 
concerning the devil. He cannot be 
determined by the opinions of men. 
This is why Satan tries to discredit 
the Word of God, and if a man will 
listen to him, he will tell him the 
Bible is a lie. He has succeeded in 
making many believe this. He has 
seven names, or aliases; they are as 
follows: Satan, Beelzebub, Belial, Ad- 
versary, Dragon, Serpent, Devil. We 
are told that his name is mentioned 
in the Bible 174 times, and it was 
beauty that caused his downfall. 

Satan became unwilling to rule the 
original earth as a subordinate under 
God and determined to rule it inde- 
pendent of God. In this exaltation 
against God, Lucifer became’ Satan, 
for “Satan” means adversary. To 
justify himself, he accused God. In 
accusing God, he became the “devil.” 
“Devil” means accuser. Thus Satan 
became both Satan and the devil. 
This should answer the question so 
many have asked: “Why did God 
make the devil?” God didn’t make 
the devil; the devil made himself a 
devil. 

We read in Ezekiel 28:13-18, “Thou 
hast been in Eden the garden of God; 
every precious stone was thy cover- 
ing, the sardius, topaz, and the dia- 
mond, the beryl, the. onyx, and the 
jasper, the sapphire, the emerald, and 
the carbuncle, and gold: the work- 
manship of thy tabrets and of thy 
pipes was prepared in thee in the day 
that thou wast created. Thou art the 
anointed cherub that covereth; and I 
have set thee so: thou wast upon the 
holy mountain of God; thou hast 
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walked up and down in the midst of 
the stones of fire. Thou wast perfect in 
thy ways from the day that thou wast 
created, till iniquity was found in 
thee. By the multitude of thy mer- 
chandise they have filled the midst 
of thee with violence, and thou hast 
sinned: therefore I will cast thee as 
profane out of the mountain of God: 
and I will destroy thee, O covering 
cherub, from the midst of the stones 
of fire. Thine heart was lifted up be- 
cause of thy beauty, thou hast cor- 
rupted thy wisdom by reason of thy 
brightness: I will cast thee to the 
ground, I will lay thee before kings, 
that they may behold thee. Thou hast 
defiled thy sanctuaries by the multi- 
tude of thine iniquities, by the iniq- 
uity of thy traffick; therefore will I 
bring forth a fire from the midst of 
thee, it shall devour thee, and I will 
bring thee to ashes upon the earth in 
the sight of all them that behold 
thee.” 

Verse 14 says he was an anointed 
cherub; verse 15, “Thou wast perfect 
in thy ways ... till iniquity was found 
in thee.” Verse 13 infers that once 
Lucifer was God’s choir leader, had a 
pipe organ created in his _ breast. 
Verse 17 says he was a beautiful 
being, and it was beauty that caused 
his downfall. Dismiss forever from 
your mind the old theory that the 
devil is a horrible monster with horns, 
cloven feet, etc. Satan still has a 
weakness for music and beauty, as 
well as have some of his subjects. He 
resisted God and said, “I will,” five 
times, and sin entered the world. This 
is why so many have fallen from 
grace today, they became unwilling to 
let God have His way in their lives, 
saying, “I will have my own way,” 
and sin entered their lives. 


There is a mistaken idea about the 
dewil’s power and ability. The devil is 
not omnipotent (having unlimited 
power). God alone is omnipotent. The 
devil is not omnipresent (having uni- 
versal presence). God alone possesses 
universal presence. The devil is not 
omniscient (knowing all things). God 
alone is able to search the hearts of

men through His Spirit. Romans 8: 
27, “And he that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit.” This is a divine attribute 
which only God possesses, and it is 
wrong to give these attributes to the 
devil when he does not possess them. 


The question arises: If the devil is 
not omnipresent, how is he repre- 
sented throughout the entire world? 

Satan is a king and has a kingdom. 
Matt. 12:24-30. Verse 26 says, “And 
if Satan cast out Satan, he is divided 
against himself; how shall then his 
kingdom stand?” Jesus here states 
that the devil has a kingdom. Again, 
in Eph. 6:12, we read, “We wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of 
this world, against spiritual wicked- 
ness in high places.” 

From this we see that his kingdom 
consists of principalities, and the 
word “principalities” means terri- 
tories of a prince. The territories 
mentioned here are ruled by a prince, 
as in the days of Daniel, who tells us 
that after he had prayed, a heavenly 
messenger was sent with the answer, 
but he was hindered “three weeks” 
“by the prince of the kingdom of 
Persia,” until Michael, one of God’s 
angels, came to his rescue. Daniel 10: 
13. Satan has a well-organized king- 
dom to try to hinder God’s plan and 
people. 

Note Job 1:6, 7, “Now there was a 
day when the sons of God came to 
present themselves before the Lord, 
and Satan came also among them.

1 Cor. 9:24, “Know ye not that they 
which run in a race run all, but one 
receiveth the prize?

As we are thinking on this impor- 
tant subject this evening, we are 
made to visualize the gigantic pro- 
portions of the race outlined in the 
above scripture. It is a common fact 
that the race has its starting point 
with countless numbers on the start- 
ing line, each having an even break; 
there are no favorites. The course is 
not in a circle, but in a straight line, 
with all signs, which are numerous, 
pointing to the final goal where we 
can go aside and rest, not just for a 
little while, but for ever and ever, 
and receive the reward of the race. 
KNOW YE NOT THAT THEY WHICH 

RUN 


Not loiter, or linger idly by the way, 
killing time, hoping at the next As- 
sembly we will get a better or easier 
job, finding a nice, shady spot under 
the tree of “do-nothing,” getting poor 
spiritually on the diet of ignorance. 
Look, the race is on; no time to take 
it easy; there is so much to do for

A Burmnine Fire

“But his word was in mine heart 
as a burning fire shut up in my 
bones,” Jer. 20:9b. 

The botanists of America have al- 
most developed seedless cucumbers, 
seedless or almost seedless tomatoes, 
the seedless orange, seedless mango, 
and many other seedless fruits. Revo- 
lutionizing the process of nature, 
checking the formation of new vari- 
eties, exchanging sturdiness for size 
and flavor for convenience. Let the 
Church learn a lesson. 

It appears to me that some preach- 
ers of today have become so revolu- 
tionized that’ they now have a re- 
ligion without the flavor, taking the 
seed out of the gospel and offering 
the public a salvation without a feel- 
ing. There is a constant danger that 
churches may become self-satisfied in 
their succulent prosperity and lose 
their power of self-propagation. Seed- 
less potatoes and fruits are well 


enough, but a _ seedless, powerless 
church that has lost its spiritual 
varieties is a terrible sin and needs to 
be repented of. Jeremiah said, “His 
word was in mine heart as a burn- 
ing FIRE shut up in my bones,” John 
the Baptist said, “He (Jesus) shall 
baptize you with the Holy Ghost and 
with FIRE.” Acts 2:3 says, “And there 
appeared unto them cloven tongues 
like as of FIRE.” The house was filled 
with the presence of the Holy Ghost; 
the bodies of that one hundred 
twenty were moved upon and filled 
with the fiery zeal of God, thus pro- 
ducing a “hothouse-religion scene.” 
From these scriptures we can see that 
people of today need to be shaken 
out of their soul’s lethargy and moral 
sleep, to the place Jeremiah exper- 
ienced.

I should say, 
aside from the immediate spiritual benefit to the individual 
youth who will have the wonderful ang ae of attending 
one of these meetings, and the inspiration that will be taken 
back to the local church by him, these meetings will be a 
great training school for our youth leadership, who will have 
the future responsibility of the Church of God.” 

H.L. Chesser: “One benefit to the delegates is that it will 
be a great time of fellowship with kindred spirits, which 
always warms the heart and soul. Another benefit, we think, 
will be an enlightenment on the duties and responsibilities 
of the youth, enabling them to do more efficient work.”

Ralph E. Williams: “Thank you, for your discussion on 
the first phase of this question. Now, let us discuss the 
second phase, which is ‘advantages to be obtained by local 
churches that have representatives attending the youth 
congresses.’ ” 

R. R. Walker: “A trip to one of our youth congresses by 
many will be a great help in planning a well-rounded pro- 
gram.

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AN INDIGENOUS CHURCH BECOMES A MIGHTY FORCE FOR GOD 
IN SOUTH AFRICA

In May, 1908, two Spirit-filled 
brethren arrived in Capetown, South 
Africa, from the United States of 
America. They came with the idea of 
doing missionary work among the 
black races of the country. To their 
surprise, they found that South 
Africa was already a highly developed 
country, with a white population of 
over one and a half million. They 
decided to go north in order to get 
right into the center of areas where 
the seven million natives (black) 
were living. When their train arrived 
one thousand miles north, they were 
once again astonished to find that 
Johannesburg was no longer a gold- 
mining camp as they had heard, but 
had developed into quite a modern 
city. 

At first these brethren preached in 
the mission hall of some missionaries 
whom they had met on the ship. The 
colored people listened with rapt 
attention and the fire fell. Soon it 
was evident that the whites were 
just as hungry for blessings. A small 
assembly of holiness people invited 
the brethren to preach for them in 
a large church building which they 
had rented. The empty church be- 
came overcrowded. A mighty revival 
broke upon the city. Men of all na- 
tions flocked to the meetings and 
many were saved. Mighty healings 
were witnessed, as well as miracles 
of salvation. These services were held 
every night of the week for more 
than a year. People from all over the 
country came to see and hear what 
the Lord was doing. Scores were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost accord- 
ing to Acts 2:4. 

From this revival the news spread 
all over the country among _ the 
whites, who in turn preached the 
message to their servants and the 
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blacks living on their farms. Cottage 
meetings were held in the homes of 
almost all believers. Every convert be- 
came a worker and some later de- 
veloped into mighty evangelists. They 
left all, and sometimes went on foot 
from place to place, to tell of the 
great things that God was doing. The 
black folks were enjoying the same 
blessings and many of them became 
evangelists to their own people. The 


laws of the country do not permit’ 


whites and coloreds to mix socially, 
so both had their own meetings 
and the revival spread. among all 
races in a very short period. 


In 1913, the American brethren, with 
their families, returned to America. The 
South African brethren carried on and 
organized the white work to satisfy 
the demands of the Government. 
The revival movement was called 
“The Apostolic Faith Mission of South 
Africa.” Small assemblies developed 
in several centers. As these assemblies 
grew stronger in membership, they be- 
gan to purchase or erect buildings in 
which to worship. These were small 
and very plain. Few of them 
exist, since they have had to be en- 
larged, or demolished and _ rebuilt 
to accommodate the large assemblies 
of the present day. One by one the 
assemblies began to call men that God 
had used as full-time pastors. It be- 
came evident that the Annual Gener- 
al Conference no longer gave satisfac- 
tion in keeping the revival going, so 
the work was divided into districts 
which permitted more frequent gath- 
ering of the people. The fellowship and 
counsel enjoyed at these quarterly, 
and sometimes monthly, meetings re- 
sulted in great blessings so that more 
and more assemblies were opened in 
the districts. What was originally one 
district has now, in some instances, 


become two, three, and even four 
districts. 

The Annual General Conference, 
however, remained, and still is, a 
strong influence towards maintaining 
unity among pastors, assemblies, dis- 
tricts, and the movement as a whole. 
Since 1940, this Annual Conference 
has been held on large campgrounds, 
because the halls in the city have be- 
come too small to accommodate the 
crowds. The camp tabernacle seats 
3,000 people, and over the Easter 
week end there are usually up to 5,000 
on the grounds. The orphanage of 
the Mission is also situated on the 
campgrounds, and 150 children are 
being taken care of in this home. 


Most of the districts, also, have 
annual camp meetings in summer 
time (December, January). These 


meetings are a great blessing, because 
they keep the Pentecostal fire and 
liberty burning in the hearts of God’s 
people. The Lord has filled scores 
with the Holy Spirit, healed many 
sick, and saved many souls during 
these meetings, which (it must be 
remembered again) are only attended 
by white people. The native (black) 
people have their own annual general 
and district conferences. 

This revival movement now has 
over 170 white assemblies. Of these, 
133 have their own church buildings 
and, in many instances, also homes 
for the pastors. Over 150 full-time 
pastors and evangelists minister to 
the 20,000 and more baptized members 
of the movement. There are, also, 40 
missionaries (men and women) on the 
field. They supervise the work of 
evangelists who labor among nearly 
60,000 baptized members of their own 
race. It is clear, therefore, that the 
South African work is_ entirely 
indigenous. The white assemblies sup- 
port the missionaries and the colored 
assemblies support their own workers. 
From foreign sources, little. or no 
financial aid has been given to de- 
velope this great work for God. In 
the ranks of our missionaries, there 
are, however, American, British, and 
Swiss brethren, but they are also 
mainly supported from South African 
funds. 

The revival has by no means cooled 
off. New assemblies are constantly 
being opened. Small «assemblies 
are developing into strong centers. 
Both on the home front (white as- 
semblies) and on the mission field 
(black assemblies) there is a deter-

brings a feeling that one can know 
about. Eph. 3:19, “And to know the 
love of Christ, which passeth knowl- 
edge, that ye might be filled with 
all the fulness of God.” We have 
churches of stately edifice and of 
modern grandeur, with richly carved 
pulpits, magnificent organs, beauti- 
ful stained-glass windows and every- 
thing elaborately designed for the 
fashionable worshipers. This is well 
thought of, but let us not forget to 
mix spiritual power with church dig- 

nity. 

A minister, a short time ago, made a 
very infelicitous mistake on a funer- 
al occasion. The remains of the de- 
parted one was lying in the casket 
before the pulpit. The minister, lean- 
ing over the pulpit with a solemn 
countenance, said, “This corpse has 
been a member of my church for ten 
years.” He made something of a mis- 
take about the man, and yet it was 
the truth about some living church 
members. Rev. 3:1 says, “I know thy 
works, that thou hast a name that 
thou livest, and art dead.” 

Churches of today are chilled by 
formality, worldliness, and sin. Mat- 
thew 24:12 says, “And because iniq- 
uity shall abound, the love of many 
shall wax cold.” They have forsaken 
the fiery energy and spiritual power of 
the Holy Ghost and fire, and, in so 
doing, have an icy religion with an 
iceburg background for its church 
feeling. The icy coldness of spiritual 
inactivity, apparent in many of our 
churches, is moving and creating a 
hunger in people’s hearts for a re- 
ligion that has a feeling. Some people 
in their formal religion are like cold 
marble statues, struck in utter dead- 
ness, inert, motionless and powerless. 
Rev. 4:11 says, “For thou hast created 
all things, and for thy pleasure they 
are and were created.” Surely God did 
not create the religion of an iceburg 
experience for His pleasure. 

Thomas Acquinas visited Rome, and 
was shown the gorgeousness of the 
Papal Palace. The Pope said to him, 
“Well, Thomas, the church in our day 
cannot say, ‘Silver and gold have I 
none.’” “No,” replied Thomas, “nei- 
ther can she say, ‘In the name of 
Jesus of Nazareth rise up and walk.’” 
Yes, when the Church has increased 
in riches and worldly wisdom, she will 
have correspondingly decreased in 
spiritual power and piety. A substi- 
tuted religion will make a fumbler. 
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Some preachers of today have sub- 
stituted an awkward religion for the 
genuine. On the contrary, Heb. 1:7 
says, “Who maketh his angels spirits, 
and his ministers a FLAME OF FIRE.” 
The minister’s soul should be set afire 
with the burning message of holiness. 
Heb. 12:29, “For our God is a con- 
suming FIRE.” There is something 
about God and those who worship 
Him that is energetic, vigorous in ac- 
tion, zealous, and fiery.

And the Lord said unto Satan, 
Whence comest thou? Then Satan 
answered the Lord, and said, From go- 
ing to and fro in the earth, and from 
walking up and down in it.” This 
should prove that the devil is not om- 
nipresent. He has to walk up and 
down the earth, while God is already 
there. Satan is well represented 
throughout the whole world, by a 
network of demons who report the 
work of God’s people to the devil, who 
in turn makes his plans to hinder. 

Let me deal with the thought men- 
tioned at the beginning of this mes- 
sage, that the devil is not omniscient 
(knowing all things). This is far from 
the truth. It is true that the devil has 
access to the minds of those in whom 
he lives and whom he possesses. This 
is not true of those who are twice 
born, but we will give credit to whom 
credit is due. He is very smart and 
can interpret the most minute 
thought of a man’s mind, but this is 
true of man even today; one can tell 
what a person is thinking about by 
the expression on his face and his 
actions; then, too, when we speak our 
minds out loud, it might be well to 
remember this, when we are making 
our boast about what we will, or will 
not do, be careful lest a demon over- 
hear your plans, and organize a de- 
fence against you; but as long as you 
keep your thoughts: between you and 
God, he will have a difficult time get- 
ting to know what the plans are. It 
is true that Paul said he is the “prince 
of the power of the air,” and always 
remember this, that when you get a 
prayer through to God’s throne, you 
must pass through his territory. 

Jesus called the devil the “prince 
of this world,” and he must be so or 
the Lord Jesus would not have given 
him credit for being so. The devil 
feels that this is his world; that is 
the reason he offered it to Jesus if 
He would fall down and worship him. 
Jesus didn’t say, “This is not your 
world; how can you give me what you 
don’t possess?” But He replied with 
these words: “Get thee hence, Satan: 
for it is written, Thou shalt worship 
the Lord thy God, and him only shalt 
thou serve,” Matt. 4:10. 

It is believed that Satan did rule 
this original earth, as a subordinate 
under God, until he became over- 
ambitious (and let this be a warning 
to those who seek to promote them- 
selves), and God cast him down. As 
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the result. of all this, the pre-Adamic 
world became a chaos, without form, 
and void, as it is described in Gen. 
1:2. This might justify the claims of 
Satan that this world belongs to him, 
and that he had the right to trans- 
fer the kingdoms of this world to 
Christ, if He would fall down and 
worship him. And again, this might 
account for the persistent war Satan 
is waging against the Almighty to re- 
tain his possession of the earth. 

Satan still has his abode in the 
heavenlies, not in hell, as so many 
have supposed. Hell is his future 
home, and he won’t go there until he 
is forced to do so by the almighty 
God, but the time is soon coming 
when he will be cast down. Rev. 12: 
7-9, “And there was war in heaven: 
Michael and his angels fought against 
the dragon; and the dragon fought 
and his angels, and prevailed not; 
neither was their place found any 
more in heaven. And the great dragon 
was cast out, that old.serpent, called 
the Devil, and Satan, which deceiveth 
the whole world: he was cast out into 
the earth, and his angels were cast 
out with him.” 

Great battle of all battles, when 
Michael casts Satan out of the heav- 
ens! He then will have his seat on 
this earth. O God, what a day when 
he actually lives on earth! Sin will 
reign supreme at that time.
